MAY NOT RENEW 
MAIL CONTRACT 


Government Contract With C.P.R. 
for Transportation of {Mails 


€ Expires April Next. 


Montreal, Sept. 24—The contract be- 
tween the British government and the 
C. P, R. for the conveyance of mails 
between Liverpool and Hong Kong 
by what is known as the all-British 
route, expires on April 6 next, and it 
iy stated on excellent authority that 
the executive of the C. P, R. has re- 
ceived pretty definite information that 
it is not likely to be renewed. 

Under the contract the C, P, R. gets 
a total subsidy of sixty thousand 


pounds per annum, of which the Can- 
adian government contributes fifteen 
thousand pounds, but when the con- 
tract was made both the admiralty 
and the war office refused to depart 
from precedent and refused to be in 
any way a party of the agreement, 
Pannouncing that the subsidy coyld not 
not be detended on either’ nayal or 
military grounds, The view held is 


that the subsidy does not supply aj} 


new shipping route, as that route 
would be absolutely useless except for 
postal purposes. Some of the oppon- 
ents of the subsidy even* go further 
and say that the arrangements, while 
costly to the British ratepayers, may 
even in the final outcome prove detri- 
mental to their interests, as both Can- 
ada and the United States might use 
the route for their commerce with 
the far East, and in that case a sub- 
‘aidized route would give American 
competitors of British manufacturers 
an easier aceess into the China mar- 
ket. 

Formerly under the agreement, the 
board of admiralty made a contribu- 
tion towards the subsidy of 7,312 
pounds from the navy vote, but as 
they declined to be a party to the 
present arrangement, that vote has 
ceased, and the proba »ility of a con- 
tinuance of the contract is said to be 
very slight. The House of Lords has 
already expressed itself with distavor, 
adding, ‘My lords do not regard with 
favor the grant of subsidies on com- 
mercial grounds, and they take the 
note of the opinion recently expressed 
by a select committee of the House of 
Commons that a 
subsidies other than for service rend- 
ered is costly and inexpedient

been given to travel via Canada, 
while the carriage of mails between 
Liverpool and Hong Kong has been

C. P, R. is making every possible en- 
deavor to make up for what it will 
lose when the present subsidy ceases 
by negotiating for the larger subsidy 
in sight for faster steamships on the 
proposed all-vred route,

HEAR 84 DIVORCE SUITS. 
Chicago Courts Dispose of that Many in 
One Day. 


Chieago, I1., Sept. 25.—The largest 
number of default divorce @ases which 
has been heard in a single day for many 
months came before the courts yester- 
day, testimony being taken in 84 suits, 
There were altogether considerably over 
10 cases on the calls, but about 30 of 
these were not heard because of lack 
of time or because the lawyers had them 
continued for a week. 

Of the cases heard yesterday the larg- 
est number came before Judge Hali, who 
listened to evidence in 29 suits, Judge 
Walker heard evidence in 23 cases, while 
Judge Stough was a close third with a 
record of 22. Judge Carpenter heard 
eight divorces and Judge Gibbons listen- 
ed to two, 

While women complainants are always 
decidedly in the majority on the aver- 
age divorce court call, the 84 cases heard 
yesterday offered a particularly large 
proportion of wives as complainants. 
Sixty-nine women took the witness stand 
to tell of the failings of their spouses, 
while but fifteen men appeared in the 
guise of complainants, 

Desertion and cruelty, as usual, were 
fav in the lead as causes for seeking di- 
although there was a somewhat 
large proportion of drunkenness cases 
against men, In many, technically 
brought on the ground of cruelty, too, 
the evidence showed that whisky was 
ihe underiying cause of the ill, treat 
ment.

This has evoked comment and advice 
from a woman whose sayings are usu- 
ally worth repeating.

A TREMENDOUS 
~~ UNDERTAKING 


Grand Trunk Pacific Line East of 
Winnipeg Now Under 
Construction, 


Hidden back in a stretch of country 
where people never travel uhlets they 
have particular business, the main 
lite of the Grand Trunk Pacifié rail 


way system connecting Winnipeg with 
the lake ports is being rapidly pushed 
ta-completion, and sheatly over half 
of the grading has been completed. 
This is a work of which but little is 
heard by the outside world fot the 
men who are doing the work are not 
of the kind to talk of their achieve- 
ments, and they are working in a 
eountry which has nothing to tempt 
the casual visitor. For mite after 
mile it is an wtprotuctive stretch of 
rock, muskeg Which offers nothing to 
the farmer or tourist, True there are 
magnificent stretches of timber land, 
and the innumerable lakes and 
stream® are well stocked with fish, but 
the trails are only those opened by 
the construction parties aid there is 
no accommodation ot fhe jourhey’s 
end except the construction camps. 


Half Million a Month, 


From time to time reports are re- 
ceived from Ottawa that a certain 
amount of work has been done, but 
that is all. It may be a surprise to 
many to learn that the monthly re- 
turns of the department show — that 
éach nionth of the present season, has 
shown an average of about half a mil- 
lion dollars’ Worth of work eompleted. 
But mére figures convey but little im- 
pression, These returns are based on 
the reports of progress madé, Which 
are sent in by the government engin- 
eers on the work. They estimate the 
actual amount of earth and rock mov- 
ed, timbering done, surfacing com- 
vepad track laid and ballasting and 
ridge work cOmpleted. On these fig- 
ures the contractofs are paid accord 
ing to a fixed scale for the different 
classes of work. But there is nothing 
of detail in the reports. The number 
of men and teams employed, the pay 
roll, wages paid for different classes 
of workmen, and similar points are 
not touched upon. 


High Pay. 

There are probably no laborers at 
present employed in Canada who are 
paid the same seale of wages as the 
men engaged on the J, D. McArthur 
contract east from Winnipeg, At the 
present time there are approximately 
5,500 men engaged on the work, and 
the monthly pay roll is roughly $400,- 
000, or about $16,000 daily. An inspee- 
tien of thi¥ pay roll reveals the fact 
that the wages run from $2.00 per day 
to $10.00 per day for walking bosses, 
while the a-crage is between $2.75 and 


$23 por dav jor each man employed, 


Unskilted labor of the roughest kind is 
paid $2.00 per day, while any man of 
modern be phages 2 and with but lit- 
gets $2.25 per day, 
om: that point there are paid rises: 
Skilled rockmen, men wht can \swing 
Slédgés to the best advatitdge, or who 
¢an take charge of the handling of 
dynamite, get better money, some of 
them running up to $4 per day, while 
for men wile special agents have been 
sub-foremen are paid a still further 
advance according to the class of 
werk they are capable of looking af- 
ter. Then there are teamsters, biack- 
smiths and their helpers, men who 
look after the workitig of steam rock 
drills or derricks, cooks, canpenters 
and similar jobs, all of which offer 
Numerous openings, and alleof whom 
receive Wages of from $2.50 up. Many 
oi the men now receiving this higher 
scale have had no preliminary train- 
ing, but have simply worked up from 
the ranks, 


Labor Market Active. 

They came in under an agreement 
to receive $2.25 per day, and showed 
that they had brains and were willing 
to work, As soon as they demonstrat- 
ed that they were capable of taking 
on better work, the situation was wait- 
ing for them, and as their skill in- 
creased with practice their wages in- 
creased, There are hundreds of 
camps along the Jine, and hundreds 
of sub-contractors, all ofthem looking 
for good men, so that the labor mar- 
ket has always been active. 

At no time sinee the work began 
has there been an excessive supply of 
labor available, éven of the poorest 
quality, Employment agencies through- 
out Canada have had a standing order 
for men while special agents have 
sent abroad in an endeavor to secure 
enough men ° handle the work with 
the speed dered, Despite aTl these 
efforts the shortage has constantly 
been in the thousands, a condition of 
affairs encountered by every contrac- 
tor who has had any railroad con- 
struction work on his hands during’ 
the past year, 

Good Food. 


Jt is not too much to gay that in no 
construction camp on the continent 
are the conditions of the men better, 
than on the work east of Winnipeg. 
There are camps every couple of 
miles, and most of these are of a 
permanent character, , They are built 
of logs and lumber, warm, roomy and 
dry. A sanitary inspector has charge 
of each district, and sees that every 
possible attention is paid to the de- 
tails which would lead to a healthful 
condition among the men, The ques- 
tion of food is one that hardly needs 
discussion for it is a well known fact 
that the quality supplied is superior 
to that served in the majority of the 
cheap hotels of the city, and the 
wages paid to camp cooks is higher 
than the seale which prevails here 

But this is not all. On a work of 
this magnitude, and of this character 
thete is bound to be a certain number 
of men injured or taken ill. The great- 
“ part of the work is in rock cuts, 
where the accidental slipping of a 
rock may pinch a workman or care 
lessness in the handling of explosives 
may result in injuries more or less 


be some carelessnexs resulting more 
or less severe as a result. Lt h ns 
on all classes of work, But full pro- 
vision has been made for these, a 
they ate dssuréd of receiving as gc 
attention ag if the deeidént h ned 
in the ininrediate Vicinity of Winni- 
oe. Along the construction line are 
eight hospitals, constructed at thre ex- 
pense of the contractors, and solely 
for their employees, These range in 
size from eight to twenty beds, and 
each of them have nurses and a doe- 
tor in attendance, while thete are doe: 
tors stationed at other points. along 
the route to look after minor cases of 
sitknéss or injry, 
Onty One Death. 


TH all there are 28 doctors on the 
work, and it is worthy of note that 
since the Work began there has only 
been one death in the company’s hos¢ 
= There have been several men 

ilied by premature explosions of dy- 
namite, but where medical attendancé 
was of any avail it has been uniformly 
successful, primatily bet@use the doc* 
tors were on the spot and had every 
facility at hand for helping the suffer- 
ing. Cases of sickness have been un- 
usually few, despite the faet that the 
wéather conditions have beén Most se- 
vere, This statement is the best evi- 
Hence of the caré taken of the health 
and welfare of the men, 


Fine Roadbed. 


The Grand Trunk Pacifié roadbed, 
now undet consttuction, is pronounce: 
ed by competent authorities to be the 
finest piece of work of the kind that 
has beet undertaken on the continent. 
The standard adopted is higher than 
has ever before been attempted. Rail- 
roads constructed a few years ago, 
even in more populous districts did 
not put any such expense into their 
work, nor was provision made for any 
such expansion oi traffic as is now 
being done by the government on this 
section, 

Their reagon for this is that while 
the initial expense is a heavy one 
when the contfattors are through, the 
finished product will be sufficient for 
the heaviest demands that can be 
made on it. ‘This involves a consid- 
erable loss of time, and is more ex- 
pensive than if the road had been 
built to the new standard in the first 
place. 

The contract which has been 
awarded Mr, McArthur not only calls 
for the construction of the readbed, 
but for the entire completion of the 
line reatly for traffic, This includes 
all bridges with the exception of steel 
work, the sidings, statioh houses, 
track laying and ballasting. There 
are several large bridges on the line, 
ineluding those across the Winnipeg 
and Whitemouth rivers, the piers of 
which are now ready for the super- 
structure. There are also several large 
timber bridges, testles, and viaducts, 
several of which are new under con- 
struction, | 

Forty Miles of Steel. 

From Winnipeg east to Rennie, the 
line crosses the main line of the C. 
P. R., the grade has been completed, 
und 40 miles of the steel has been 
laid. This portion of thé work is be- 
ing. pushed rapidly ahead, and within 
a short time the steel gang will be 
working on toward the crossing. of the 
Winnipeg river, Between Culver and 
Rennie there has béen a large yard 
laid out whete a gyantity of building 

aterial has been stored and séveral 
miles of siding has been laid, There 
is a siding connécted with the C.P.R, 
to facilitate thé handling of goods. 

During the past summer gangs of 
men have been at work fitting the 
“amps for the work to be carried for- 
ward during the ¢oming wiriter. Mr. 
McArthur stated recently that the eail 
‘or harvest hands has created a slight 
unsettled feeling among the men em- 
ployed dlong the line, and they “have 
not been able to keep the gangs up to 
full strength’ all the time. owever, 
within the next month he fully ex- 
pected the tide to turn, when there 
will be little difficulty in securing all 
the men required: When the harvest 
is in it is expected that there will be 
in ease-up in the labor market, mak- 
ing it possible to fill up all of the 
camps. Provision is being made for 
this, and when things are in proper 
shape, the work will be pushed ahead 
with even greater activity. 

The fact that a work of this mag- 
nitude requiring some 9,000 to 10,000 
men throughout the whole of the win- 
ter is being carried out within a 
short distance of Winnipeg, will go far 
to obviate the péssibility of hardship 
which might otherwise result from the 
falling off in other branches of work 
which seems to have taken place in 
the west, No man who wants to work 
need go without, for in addition to the 
actua! construction there will be a 
great number of men requited in get- 
ting out the ‘ties and timber needed 
in the work, Winter work fn the con- 
struction camps is not so heavy as in 
the woods, and has the advantage of 
comfortable camps and little or no 
snow to contend with. The winter, 
too, is the time to get in supplies and 
heavy materials, the winter roads 
making the hauling a much _ easiey 
matter. Provisions of the value of 
hundreds of thousands of dotiars will 
have to be laid up, and other goods 
in proportion. Some idea of the ex- 
pense involved in a contract of this 
size may be learned from the item 
of dynamite alone’ Last year Mr. 
McArthur put in dynamite to the val- 
ue of $600,000, and this year the 
amount will be duplicated, His con- 
tracts cover practically the whole out- 
put of several large factories. Can- 
ned goods are ordered in carload lots, 
sintple propitietary medicine by the 
half dozen cases, blankets, working 
boots, socks, mittens by the dozeps:

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TOLSTO! SCORES 


He Issues 
“Though Shalt Not Kill’. Crime 
is Fought With Crime. 


London, Sept. 25.—Tn the eighticth 
year of his life ,and the fifty-fifth year 
of his literary activity, 
Tolstoi again pteaches the doctrine of 
thé literal interpretation of the Chris* 
tian comma ent. Seven years ago 
he wrote a pamphtet entifled “Thoa 
Shalt Not Kill’; now he has writ 
another with the tite “Thou 8h 
Kilt No One.” 

At the outset Tolstoi totes that last 
Jily a man was imprisoned in St, 
Petetsburg for circulating the pom 
let written séven years ago.. e 
ays: 

‘One wowld expect that a govern: 
mént which has struggled so long and 
unsuccessfully with the mania for 
morder that dominates the Russian 
people, would ever try to do more and 
more to entourage’ those who cireu- 
late thoughts discouraging murder, 
but strange to say, the government, 
on the contrary, punishes them.” 

The keynote of the latest message 
is indicated by the following ex- 
tracts: 

“The governments of Christian na- 
tions, aided by the churchmen, long 
taught the nations they rule that the 
law, ‘Thou Shalt Not Kill,’ does not 
néan that le must refrain from 
‘illing their fellowmen without any 
*xeeption, but that there are cases 
when we not only may, but must kill 
people. 

“They believed their governments 
ind concurred in the killing of the 
vhom tha governments determined to 
murder; but when the time came for 
the belief in the infallibility of govern- 
ments to break 4lown, the people be- 
gan to act toward those who formed 
the goverpments just as the govetn- 
ments acted toward those whose death 
seemed to them désirable—only with 
‘his difference, that the governments 
considered it right to kill in time of 
War, and after certain deliberations 
called trials, whereas the people de- 
cided it right to kill in time of revolu- 
tion and after the deliberations of 
sertain people who call themselves 
‘revolutionary eommittées’,”” ete. 

Cites Russia’s Awful Condition. 

“And that came about which 
noW see in Russia—nameély: After 
Christianity has beén taught 1,900 
vears, people have taken to killing one 
another unceasingly for two whote 
years already. Revolutionists  kitl 
their enemies, and the government 
kills its enemiés—men, women, chil- 
lven, all, in facet, whose death they 
vonsider desirablé—and what is the 
strongest of all, whilé acting thus they 
ull feel fully assured that they are not 
infringing any moral or religious law, 

“Tt comes to this, that were possi- 
bility given to every oné to kill all 
whom they consider harmful to them 
selves almost the whole Russian popu- 
lation would be slain. The revola- 
tionists would kill all the ralers and 
‘apitalists, the rulers and capitalists 
vould kil] all the revolutionists, the 
pensants ali the landlords, ete. 

“The position becomes worse anid 
vorse because the government feeling 
itself obliged to resist tlris state of 
things tries to check it by the only 
méans it considers effective. 

“These stupid cruel meats consist 
in committing the crimes the govern-+ 
ment wishés to suppress, and as must 
necessarily be the ease, especially 
now, when with the present iniproved 
implements of — murder—revolvers, 
bénrbs and quick firing guns with 
whieh a little child can kill a hun- 
dred strong men—these foolish, eruel 
means not only fail to attain their 
end but the rulers’ position becomes 
worse and worse,”

Grain Should be Sold Now 
When Price is High. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 2%—One of the best 
grain authorities in the city today 
stated that many grain growers were 
making a mistake in storing wheat 
that was damaged, instead ot selling 
it at the first opportunity. 

Being interviewed, he said: “Any 
grain that has been damaged by frost 
should be sold at onee, as the longer 
it is kept the less it will realize. In 
this matter the farmers should use 
discretion, 

Farmers Holding Grain. 

“Many of them are not selling free- 
ly, but are storing the grain, which, 
in the end, will be a loss to them, as 
at present a good price is being paid 
\ few vears ago I remember an inst 
ance where a farmer was offered a 
good figure, somewhere near 80 cents 
per bushel, for damaged grain, and he 
was advised to sell all of it, 

Grain Lost in Value. 

“When he was ready to sell he had 
great difficulty in getting rid of it 
realizing about half the former price 
offered him. Some of the farmers are 
shipping wheat grading No. 1 North- 
ern, and on arrival at its destination 
it sometimes grades as low as No, 3 
Nerthern, which shows the necessity 
f getting rid of it early,”

CLOUDS GATHER 
THICK AND FAST 


The Opinion of Captain Judson, U.S 
Army Who Foresees A 
Disastrous War 


Washington, D.C., Sept, 25.—The 
United States army is in bad snape. 
The navy is even worse. War clouds 
are hovering thick and fast. The pos- 
session of the Philippines is bad, the 
Panama canal an embarrassment, and 


the Monroe doctrine positively a 
peril. & 

So declares Captain William V. 
Judson, of the corps of engineers of 


the United States army. 

Captain Judson is one of the officers 
who were sent to Manchuria to re- 
port on the observations of the opera- 
tions of the Russian and Japanese 
armies, The scenes of carnage which 
he witnessed appear to have had a 
depressing influence upon him. 

He has just made a report to the 
war department It is more than a 
report. It is a lugubrious comment- 
ary on the awful hopelessness of any- 
thing. 

Foresees Shameful War. 

Captain Judson declares that only 
by adopting certain measures for the 
improvement of the American navy, 
which he outlines, can the United 
States be saved from a ‘shameful and 
disastrous war.” 

Incidentally the captain (corps of 
engineers) takes a tall out of military 
attaches. He declares they are “less 
dangerous only than war correspon- 
dent,” and favors the policy of “sati- 
ating public curiosity’’ about a na- 
tion’® wars by handing out typewrit- 


ten gtatements from ‘some official! 
chartrel,”’ 
Speaking further. of military at- 


taches, he says: ‘‘Many of them will 
be ill disposed for one reason or an- 
other, “Soma will try to maek records 
in getting out information, and some 
even may try covertly to furnish in- 
formation to the press.” 

If Russia Had Only Known, 

Then Capiain Judson, of the en- 
gineers, explains that Russia would 
not have had to fight Japan if the 
Czar had kept his fleet at home in- 
stead of sending it three-quarters of 
the way around the world to be ‘“‘shot 
up” by the Mikado’s gunners, 

He then incorporates in his report 
the following observation on the un- 
wisdom of a nation scattering its 
naval forces 
_“This is, to be sure, a naval ques- 
tion, but strategy is much che same 
on the land and on the sea and one is 
foreed to wonder why we maintain 
several battleships on the ‘Asiatic sta- 
tion, subject to destruction in case of 
sudden war.” 

Gloomy Hints: at War. 

It is‘apparent that Captain Judson 
believes that Germany and Japan 
have designs upon. the United States 
He has a chapter on this topic, and, 
although. he does not mention either 
nation by name, he indicates them 
both. beyond reasonable doubt. 

Captain Judson’s scheme for avoid- 
ing national humiliation at the hands 
of an enemy is the organization of a 
big army reserve. He has naval 
officers by the eurs by slighting refer- 
ences to the utility of the navy. For 
instance, he says: “Despite the great 
importance we justly attribute to wwe 
navy, in the end it must be admitted 
that its principal functions are to de- 
fend or attack the lines of communica- 
tion of armies where the same lead 
across the seas, In the last resort, to 
prevent the final catastrophe of war 
it is after all the army that is re- 
quired,” 


ARBITRATION 
IS SUGGESTED 


Earl Grey Comes Forward W:th 
Proposal for Settlement of Coal 
and Steel War. 


Ottawa, Sept. 24.—Ear! Grey has 
submitted to the president of the Do- 
minion Coal and, Dominion Tron and 
Steel Companies a proposition to arbi- 
trate their dispute by reference to 
some impartial tribunal, and follow- 
ing out the suggestion, His Excellency 
names E. 8. Clouston, general man 
ager of the Bank of Montreal, and By- 
ron E. Walker, president of the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce. It has 
also been suggested that His Excel- 
lency add three more names, viz., 
those of Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, of 
the C.P.R.; Sir George Drummond, 
president of the Bank of Hamilton, 
and Hon. Mr. Fielding, minister of 
finance,

Commission for Japan. 
Ottawa, Sept. 25-—Your representa- 
tive investigated today to learn that 
the personne! of the Dominion cgm- 
mission to go to Tokio to fully dis- 
cuss immigration matters with the 
Japanese government has not been 
selected. The government is serious- 
ly considering the question, however, 
and it is ulmost certain there will b 
such a commission, It is asserted that 
Canada’s growing trade relations with 
Japan and China render this step ad 
visable, glso that personal interview 
(n the question of restricting immi- 
gration to British Columbia to some 
six hundred Jenanese annually would 
produce better results than can othe

A. C. Flumerfelt, of Victoria, And H- 
M. Galer Purchase 7,000 
Acres Near Lethbridge. 


Victoria, Sept, 25.—A. ©. Flumer- 
felt, ot Victoria, and H. N, Galer, of 
Coleman, Alberta, have started | on 
what is to Alberta a highly important 
coal mining enterprise, the third to 
be developed by them in Alberta, Mr, 
Flumerfelt is president and Mr. Galer 
Vice-president the International 
Coal & Coke Company of Coleman, 
and occupy the same offices in the 
Alberta Coal Company of Lunilbreck. 
Their third departufe consists of a 
large area of coal lands near Leth- 
bridge, whieh they recently acquired 
and which promises to become one of 
the most vaiuable in the province. 
They are just now beginning the de- 
velopment of this property and are 
now \putting down a bore hole to de- 
termine the hest location for the per- 
manent shaft) and operating plant, 
The plans for the latter have been pre- 
pared and the plant ordered, and it 
is the expectation that the property 
will become an important shipper in 
considerably less than a year’s time 
Mr. Galer is very enthusiastic ove 
the property, and says he considers 
it the best he and his associates have 
ever taken up. 

“We purchased the Barnes mine 
and 7,000 acres of coal lands adjoin- 
ing it,” said Mr. Galer in speaking 
ot the property. “The Barnes mine 
has been operated-by Mr. Barnes for 
a number of years in a very small 
way, but it is developed sufficiently 
to prove that we have an excellent 
coal seam, similar to that of the Al 
berta Railway and Irrigation Com- 
pany, which preducessthe Gait :eoal, 
and also that of the Diamond Coal Go 
in fact thtre not the slightest 
doubt that it is the same seam. It-is 
about four and a ‘half feet thick, ly- 
ing flat, absolutely clean, very hard 
and coarse, and is one oi the best do-

ind in the meantime anerease its 45- 
sets by $160,000,000 was never dream- 


ed of outside of Wall Sireet, 

According to the trust’s own figures, 
more than $180,000,000 of undivided 
profits still remained in the treasury 
at the close of the year 1906. The 
average amount of annual dividends 
for the past eight has been 
nearly $40,000,000 

Five Men in Control, 

Five men with estates, the stock of 
which voted as those controlling 
pirits dictate, practically own the oil 
and these five in eight years, 
i1rom 1899 to 1906, divided among 
themselves more than $100,000,000 in 
dividends, They have the absolute 
control of the great corporation in 
their hands, Their names are John 
D. Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, 
Henry H. Rogers, Henry M. Flagler 
and Charles M. Pratt 

With John D. RockefeYier as lead 
er, because his share in the oil trust 
amounts to more than that of all the 
thers combined, these five men, with 
the addition of one more, James Still- 
man, William Rockefeller’s brother in 
law, have used this colossal engine 
of wealth to get’ control of industrial 
commercjal and financial combina 
tions which have a combined capital 
of over five billions of dollars.

John D. Roekefeller will be forced 

to. take the witness stand before the 
inquiry now under way is completed, 
and, under oath, divulge certain se- 
crets of “the combination’s history 
which he, better than any other, js 
able to render accurately. 
“Other leading figures in the trust, 
who, it ig expected, would escape the 
ordeal also will be called to face At 
torney Frank B, Kellogg’s formidabte 
inquisitorial battery. ‘There was no 
court session to-day, but Mr. Kellogg 
was busy delving into the company’s 
records. 

Those in charge of The government's 
‘age in the federal suit to dissolve 
Standard Oil as a corporation violator 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, decid 
ed to-day that the issuing of more 
subpoenas is necéssary. Although Mr 
Kellogg would not tell who will be 
compelled to testify, the fact remains 
that the only men in’ possession of 
many much sought geerets who have 
vot already been subpoenaed are John 
D..

William 
Rockefeller suddenly disappeared 
sronl the city the other day on a train 
which left the Grand Central statioh 
and Mr., Rogers is declared to be ip 
no condition to undergo examination, 


Say Case Is Complete. 


Although the most important’ docu 
ments demanded by the government 
have not been produced, the govern- 
ment attorneys say their case 1s com 
plete and that a federal judge must 
tind, on the existing record, that thre 
company has operated irom the out- 
set in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

It is alleged that the original com- 
bination called the Standard Oil trust 
has been perpetuated, with the fea- 
iures pronouneed unlawful accentuat- 
ed in every particular, Judgment 
against the old trust was given in 
1892 and the trustees then resolved to 
effect a dissolution. The same men 
were appointed trustees in liquidation 
and held the property until 1899, when 
everything passed to the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey. Documen- 
tary evidence shows that shares of 
stock in the New Jersey ccmpany were 
distributed on the same basis as the 
original pumber of trustees’ certili- 
cates, of which 972,000 were outstand- 
ing. There weve many fractional parts 
of shares issued’all on the 973,500 
basis. 

No Big Holders Sell. 

While some of the certificate holders 
may have sold out during the period 
of liquidation. Mr. Kellogg hopes to 
show that the trustees contented 
themselves with buying more, and 
that there was no liquidation in fact, 
Those who desired cash could sell, 
but the stocks held by the original 
trust were not disturbed, and were 
eventually turned over to the New 
Jersey concern. The original shares 
of this concern were converted into 
preferred stock and a new issue was 
made of common stoek to cover the 
amount of the trustees’ certificates

Of Immigrants From Among English 
Unemployed. W. Hazel 
in the City.

Hazel, of London, a former 
of the House of Commons, 
ind now chairman of the emigration 
committee of the City’s Unemployed 
ganization, in the city yester- 
fay. This organization and similar 
bodies in the great centres of popu-

When asked as to the methods ad- 
»pted by the organization Mr. Hazel 
said Some are sent to a farm of 
1,200 acres in Suffolk as a temporary 


measure, For others attempts are 
made to provide them with work in 
London, Others are sent out to Can- 
ada. I am led fo believe that some 


Canadians consider England is dump- 
ing the refuse of the nation here. 
Such an idea is untenable. This year 


ver 16,000 persons applied to the var- 
ious unemployed bureaus asking to be 
sent out to Canada. ‘A thorough in. 


vestigation as to the character and 
fitness in every way of both the bus 
band and wife was made with the 
result that 11,000 were withdrawn for 
various reasons, and 5,400 only were 
sent out, Most of these loeated in 
various places in Ontario, 

“We send all such in care of Do- 
minion immigration agermts in smaller 
places. There is no desire on our 


part to add to the population of the 
larger cities. The agents are gdvised 
of the arrivals of our people with the 


result that in nearly @very case work 
awaits them They are advised be- 
tore leaving to get farms, but some 


prefer town work.”’ 
Results Have Been Good. 

Mr, Hazel and Mr. W. Williamson, 
the clerk of the comnaittee, have been 
out investigating the results in dif 
ferent parts of Canady, and find them 
most encouraging “The chief dil- 
ficulty lies in settling. families for on 
farms they require a second house 
and in towns the rents demanded are 
sxteremely high If these difficulties 


could be surmounted a regular flow 
from England of decent families could 
be secured for Canada 

“What do these people have when 
they get here?” 

“The cost of immigration, inelud- 
ing a sum for landing, is advanced 
out of the public funds and one-half 
promise to repay when settled, and 
generally they do, T am much pleas- 
d with the system of sending these 


lmmigrants in small parties to the 
Dominion agents in rural districts be- 


cause it gives them a better chance,” 


DIDN’ T CONDEMN ACT, 


“The resolution passed at the con- 
vention of Alberta municipalities with 
reference to the disposal of sewage in 


the rivers was not intended as a cen- 
sure of the Public Health Act,” said 
Mayor Griesbach this forenoon.

that was intended was to defer action 
in the installation of septic tanks for 
1 year or two till the cities were in a 
better condition to install sueh.

Captain McPhatter, of Vancouver, 
Who Owns Much Edmonton Pro- 
perty, is in the City. 


Among the visitors, for the first 
time, to Edmonton this week is Cap- 
tain Matthew MecPhatter, Vancouver, 
who has spent several days in the 
city. Captain MePhatter is a magni- 
ficent specimen of the Scottish Cana- 
dian, standing 6 feet 4 inches in his 
stocking feet, He is a brother of 
Dr. Neil McPhatter, the president of 
the Canadian Club of New York 

Captain MePhatter is just returning 


to the coast from a two and a half 
month’ visit to the east. While in 
Ottawa he acted as a judge of the 


heavy draught horses at the Ottawa 
fair He also spent a few days at 
the old homestead in Puslinch town- 
ship, near Galt, with his “brother and 
ister 

This is Captain McPhatter’s first 
visit to Edmonton, though he owns 
considerable real estate in the city 
that he purchased some time ago. He 


is also the owner of a large amount 


of tarm land near Calgary and coal 
areas in British Columbia He is 
delighted with . Edmonton and _ its 
futute, and says the scenery of the 
Saskatchewan at this point is only 


equalled by that of the Hudson River 


in New York.

FAVORABLE TO LABOR, 

At the Trades and Labor Congress 
at Winnipeg last week the Alberta 
executive reported that they had 
secured certain legislation from the 
old party in power which was to some 
extent favorable to labor, but they 
must not expect too much from either 
of the old parties. The Liberals were 
in favor of public ownership of public 


utilitfes and the strong sentiment 
among the working classes would 
force them to continue the public 
ownership policy. Political — senti- 


ment was growing stronger every day 
among union men of the province, and 
they believed that be ‘for > next election 
they in Alberta woull be able to or- 
ganize and to elect their own repre- 
sentatives in a few constituencies, 
In the city of Calgary last year 
they had a stfong labor party, but it 
died a natural death, not through the 


lack of energy of members, but be- 
eause the leading men were strong 
Socialists Most of the labor leaders 
were strong Socialists. The city 
council had practically declared for 
municipal ownership of all publie 
utilities in the city and the labor 


men opposed very bitterly the grant- 
ing of any franchise to any individual 
or corporation, They had a housing 
problem and had received an assur- 
ance from one or two aldermen that 
if a plan was formed whereby the city 
council could build houses for the 
producers they would gladly father 
the scheme, 

In Edmonton the trades unionists 
were well organized, and its muni- 
cipal government was working along 
the lines of public ownership.
